The statistician forecast a drop 


n production of rice per acre from 
2,325 pounds last year to 2,250 in 
1951. He put the overall produc- 
tion at 10,035,000 bags

pounds each this year, compared 
to 7,975,000 last year. 


The new corn crop is expected 


to yield 2 bushels to an acre or' 
a total of 28,990,000 bushels, 
in 


comparison with 27 and 38,10,000 
in 1950. 


McPcek said plantings dropped 


from 1,430,000 acres last year t 
1,115,000 and blamed the decline on 
the freeing of cotton from federal 
production and marketing 
con- 


irols. 


Arkansas' peach crop is expect- 


ed to total 1,11,000 bushels, com- 
pared to 1950's 1,980,000 bushels. 
The decline is attributed by Mc-
